It is the 
most monstrous censorship ever 
The Spaniards during the war closed down 
all news dispatches without distinction. At 
Manila our censorship is conducted by an 
officer who parades his personal prejudices 
against certain newspapers, openly favor- 
ing those whose correspondents frame their 
dispatches to suit his expressed wishes. 
News of vital moment to America is daily 
killed by this officer upon no other grou..1 
than ‘We don't want to excite our people. 
Let them have the official reports; they are 
best for them.’ 

“I heard a high officer say to a corre- 
spondent who had appealed from the cen- 
aor: ‘If we allowed your dispatch to go 
through we would be overwhelmed with ca- 
bles .and I don’t want the bother.’ So 
our people are systematically kept in the 
dark and misled.

be treated with absolute justicé and equity 
and their rights most carefully guarded; 
but until they submit they. must be taught 
with rough hards what it Is to make war 
on the American flag. There ts no Fast and 
no West when we come to deal with ques- 
tions of this kind, The United States is to 
he the great power of the Pacific, and we 
men of the Atlantic Coast are good West- 
erners and are as resolutely bent upon up- 
bullding our power in the Pacific as the men 
on the Pacific slope themselves. 
‘We are a great nation. We must show 
ourselves great not only in the ways of 
eace but in the preparedness for war which 
est insures peace. We must upbuild our 
navy ard army until they correspond to the 
new need which the new country will bring. 
Atove all, my comrades and my fellow- 
countrymen, we must build up in this 
country that spirit of social and civic hon- 
esty and courage which alone can make this 
nation reach the highest and most lasting 


greatness.

Dame of Cerrilios secretary for the ensu- 
ing year; Capt. W. H. H. Liewellyn, first 
vice-president; Lieut. Goodrich second yvice-

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TWO MORAL QUESTIONS, 


True patriotism seems to be triumphant tn France over the 
false brand that wrapped greed and infamy in the national 
colors and shrieked “treason” at all who denounced the com- 
bination. The successful organization of the new Cabinet of- 
fers a guarantee that the work of justice in the Dreyfus case 
will be finished. 

There is an obvious lesson In the experience of France for 
the people of America, The Dreyfus case was a moral ques- 
tion. It was a question of doing justice regardless of conse- 
quences. The act of justice meant the ruin of powerful men, 
The exposure of these men menaced the government. All the 
forces of corruption and unscrupulous greed were on their 
side. 

But a few devoted friends of justice took up the fight. They 
clearly saw the issue and how vitally the decision affected 
the people of France. They recognized that a government 
incapable of enforcing justice against the will of unprinci- 
pled politicians and military chiefs was not fit to survive. 

These friends of justice were denounced as traitors and ene- 
mies of France. They were abused and prosecuted; but they 
persisted and have won the fight for honesty and justice. 
They were the true French patriots. 

Some Americans just now are being denounced as traitors 
and enemies of the country because they demand that justice 
be done to Filipinos who are fighting for their country's in- 
dependence. [t is a moral question—a question of justice and 
‘humanity to struggling men too weak to protect themselves 
These Americans 
see clearly that if the moral question in the Philippines is 
not settled right, if injustice triumphs there, if our principles 
of justice and liberty are not strong enough to secure justice 
and literty to others with whom we deal, our own rights and 
liberties are endangered. If the forces of greed are strong 
enough to lead our government to work oppression elsewhere, 
they menace the American people. 

As in the Dreyfus case, the true issue in the Philippines is 
obecured, but when the American people thoroughly under- 
stand it they will distinguish the true from the false patriot- 
ism and will support the right.

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 
The morning organ of the Administra- 
tion, either through ignorance or a desire 


to purposely misrepresent, states that 4500 
iron workers have had their wages ad- 
vanced on an average of $1 per day. It -s 
true that a few rollers, prebably less than 
1000, have, by threatening a strike, had 
their wages raised about 20 per cent, but 
the total advance per man engaged in the 
iron industries will not average 2 per cent, 
as the vast majority of these workingmen 
have had no advance whatever. In the 
meantime, the products of these working- 
men have advanced from 40 to 125 per cent, 
ircreasing in a general way the cost of liv- 
ing and really reducing the purchasing 
power of his day’s labor. 
Pig tron has advanced in eight months 
from $9 to $20 per ton; tin plate bars from 
$13 to $382 per ton. Wire nails from $1.3 
to $2.65 per keg; spelter from $8.25 to $6 
per hundredweight, and copper from $11.75 
to $24 per hundredweight.

DENUNCIATION OF THE TRUSTS. 


CHIEF PLANKS IN KENTUCKY 
DEMOCRATIC PLATFORM. 


Balloting for Governor Shows That 
the Convention Is Deadlocked, 
Stone, Goebel and Hardin Re- 
ceiving About Same Vote, 


—_———_—— 


LOUISVILLE, Ky., June %4.—After adopt- 
ing the platform, which declares for free 
coinage of silver at 16 to 1, indorses the 
Chicago platform, favors Bryan for Pres!- 
dent, denounces trusts and condemns the 
Administration’s policy in the war in the 
Phil'pp-nes, the Kentucky Demiocratic Con- 
vention to-day proceeded to the nomination 
of a candidate for. Governor. 

At this point Gen. P. Wat. Hardin an- 
nounced his withdrawal from the race for 
Governor and appeared earnestly for the 
undivided support of the party in behalf of 
the nominee, He was glad to wa.ve ail per- 
sonal consideration and do what he could to 
allay the bitterness which had been aroused 
during the last few days. He urged con- 
ciliation and harmony in the interest of 
Bryan. 

Notwithstanding his withdrawal, Hard-‘n 
was voted for in the balloting. 

The convention then proceeded to ballot 
for Governor. On the first ballot the Hardin 
strength for the most part went to Goebel 
and when the rollcall was completed Goe- 
bel had within 30 votes of the necessary 
647 to nominate. Washington County 
changed ftg eight to him, and Hart fol- 
lowed with 10, when Davies took her 2 
from Goebel and gave them to Stone. Then 
there were changes to Hardin, who had 
received about 130, and this started what 
seemed likely to result in a stampede. 
The convention was in disorder for nearly 
an hour, and changes were made so fas) 
they cou™ not be recorded by the secre- 
tary. Finally there was a recapituiation, 
which made the net resuit (unofficial):

The voting proceeded moftcotonously for 
four hours. There was no material change 
in the strength of any of the candidates. 
At 10 o'clock a motion to adjourn was de- 
feated by a deafening viva voce vote. It 
was ther moved that at midnight the con- 
vention stand adjourned until Monday 
morning, but this proposition met a similar 


fate. The delegates were getting decidedly 
tired, but they held on tenaciously. Be- 
tween roll calls they amused themselves 
with scraps of song and playing pranks. 
Another suggestion of a recess or adjourn. 
ment brought forth a storm of ‘‘nays”’ that 
fairly shook the building, and things began 
to look as if it was determired to hold an 
all night sess!o.

McKittrick says he filed a petries for a 
divorce from his wife, Neille McKittrick, on 
statutory grounds in Kansas Cicy In Jan- 
uary and was granted a dccree April 19%, 
Hie declares that two weeks before the de- 
cree was grantec his wife appeared at his 
nome in Kansas City and carried their 
little daughter away. 

He says he searched vigilantly for the 
child after her disappearance, but only-suc- 
ceeded in locat.ng her at the Ursuline Cone 
vent Friday. He alleges that he demanded 
custody of the chiki, but was told by the 
Mother Superior that he could not have 
her without an order of court. 

He claimed that his wife, under the name 
of Nellie Orr, had placed the child in the 
convent as Fay Orr. He said the chiid’s 
hair had been cut short and she had other- 
wise been disfigured that she might not be 
identified. He declares that he had no 
trouble in recognizing her as his daughter. 

The case was assigned to Judge Fisher 
and will be given a hearing Monday morn- 
ing at 10 o'clock. 

“IT had given my chi'd up aa lost until I 
accidentally heard she was in the Ursuline 
Convent the other day,” said McKittrick 
last night. 

“I knew my former wife had her, but 
that was the limit of my know edge.

She is doing her duty, but I am efm- 
titled to my child, and I will have her. 

“My wife and j lived happiiy together 
until she Decame infatuated with the stage. 
She thought she was destined to become a 
great actress and worried me constantly 
to give her money to go to a dramatic 
school. I consented finally to send her to 
a dramatic school in Chicago. As ehe had 
undertaken a dramatic career I hoped she 
might succeed, and put no obstacle in 
her way. I gave her all the funds she need- 
ed and told her to buy handsome gowns 
and jewels.

“I was young Gates’ best friend. He asked 
to accompany me en route through Missouri. 
I did not invite him, althpugh he was quite 
welcome. On that eventful night In Mis- 
eourl we sat around .§ the fire of the brush 
pile and chatted about home. Then we 
each retired in our own wagons. The next 
morning he was gone. . 

“I made thorough search for him, but 
without avail. Then .I went away, not 
thinking people would suspect me of the 
crime. But they did, and were soon hunt- 
ing for me with bloodhounds. My wife 
wrote me, and I returned to Kansas to face 
my accusers. Then they sought to lynch 
me, and at the first opportunity I escaped. 
Then I resolved to change my name and 
live a better life. 

“I would have died a good old man had 
not my sister insisted upon following me 
around and demanding money for her 
Silence. I gave her money for a while, be- 
cause she needed it to live upon, and then 
I resolved to quit. So we—I and my wife— 


went away, and I thought she was lost from 


us. But now comes this warrant, which I 
am not afraid of. 

“Once I was afraid of trial. Now I am 
not. There is no danger of lynching me 


now, and my gray hairs and past reputation 


will clear me. It is true I have no witnesses 
to prove my innocence, but they have none 
to prosecute me.”’ ~ 

As stated, the body of young Gates was 
never found, although, even after ihe 
search for Jester had been abandoned, the 
hunt for some trace of his victim’s re- 
maing was kept up. The bodies of George 
and Laura Gates, his brother and sister. 
lie in the plot at Oakwood Cemetery, near 
West Chicago, and between them rises a 
mega shaft 10 feet high, on a granite 
ase.

THE ESCAPE FROM JAIL. 


Officials at Mexico, Mo., Remember 
the Case of Jester.

MEXICO, Mo., June 24.—Ex-Sheriff J. J 
Steele of this city recalls the escape of 
Alexander Jester, now In custody of offi- 
cers at Guthrie, O. T., charged with the 


murder of Gilbert Gates, near Paris, Mo., 
2S years ago. 

Jester was indicted for the murder in 
Monroe County and a change of venue 
Was secured to this city. A lynching party 
of several hundred men was organized to 
make quick work of Jester, but the of- 
ficials succeeded in escaping to this city 
with the prisoner. Ex-Sherifr Steele says 
that he was put in an old rock jail near 
where the present courthouse stands in 
this city. 

In some way Jester made his escape and 
had never been heard of in this country 
until the recent confession of his sister. 
The only entry found on the Circuit Court 
docket at that time is the following: “State 
of Miseour! vs. Alex Jester, cause contin- 
ued geen It is supposed the Circuit 
Clerk thought this wouid look better on 
the records than to say the prisoner had 
escaped. 

W. H. White, who is now tn the Klondike, 
was Sheriff at the time, Mr. Steele, who 
seems to be the only man here who remem- 
bers about the escape, being elected Sheriff 
later. 

The present Sheriff of this county, Mat 
Melson, has gone to Oklahoma after the 
prisoner.

Development of a Corn Plant Through 
a Season May Be Exhibited to an 
Audience in Five Minutes. 


WASHINGTON, June M.—The Depart. 


ment of AgricSiture has taken stepa toward | 


acquiring the right to use a very 
vention, newly patented by E. Francia Jen. 
kins of Washington, It is a kind of muto- 
soope camera, but ts designed eapecially 
for a certain kind of picture making that 
has never been attempted hitherto 

Por example, the contrivance ts set up in 
front of a stalk of corn just sprouting, 
and takes a photograph of it every hour 
for six months, the exposures belng made 
at such intervals by a peculiar automatic 
attawiment. Subsequently the film-ribbon 
on which these pictures are recorded ts 
put into a magic lantern machine of the 
ordinary sort and run off at the rate of ALD 
a second, thus giving to the spectators 
in five minutes a view on the screen ofa 
corn plant growing out of the earth. put- 
ting forth leaves, developing tassel and silk 
exhibiting the ripened ears, and finally de- 
cay ng. 

It is belleved by 
that this idea may be so employed as to 
have great educational value, and hence 
the desire of the Department of Agricul- 
ture to secure the privilege of using it. 
There are almost infinite possibilities, ob- 
viously, for the utilization of the method 
and one may easliy imagine it 
the study of the growth of any kind of

Of course, 
however, there may be peculiarities {n in- 
sect flight, especially difficult to record 
just as the wing feathers of birds. accord- 
ing to Prof. Muybridge, have an independ- 
ent motion of their own, turning edgewise 
in the air and so reducing friction with the 
latter.

This modern idea of a single corporate en- 
tity absorbing all the plants and properties 
designed to create the trust, constitutes a 
monopoly in the most absolute sense, be- 
cause it creates and is intended to create 
a single seller.

The constant effort of the trust is to evade 
the laws. One of the most practical meth- 
ods of dealing with the trust question to 
my mind is a law that would permit the 
organization of corporations for public or 
quasi public purposes only, and permit no 
other kind of corporation to be organized 
except with a remarkably limited capital. 
In order td control the business of any 
great i dustry In this country a gigantic 
corr ,ation must be formed, with from 
ty enty to one hundred or two hundred mill- 
ions of capital. A law that would prevent 
the incorporation of a business concerua for 
more than $5,000,000 of dollars, or even $1,- 
000,000, and prohibit the doing of business 
in the different States by corporations of 
more than this amount of capital, would 
drive trust promoters to form thelr organ- 
izations through articles of agreement, 
which would, in substance, make the mem- 
bers of the trust partners and would attach 
to the members all the individua! Nabili- 
tiles of the partnership. This the trust pro- 
moters would not be willing to assume, be- 
cause the millionaires who join a trust with 
a corporate capital of $100,000,000 Is liable 
only to the extent of his stock, and beyond 
that his personal fortune is protected. But 
if it was a partnership affair his entire 
personal fortune would be amenable to the 
State for a violation of the anti-trust act, 
and would be amenable to those who might 
gue the trust for damages. 

For these reasons I think that one of the 
safest ways to deal with the trust question 
is by a concerted action of the States, re- 
modeling their corporation laws with refer- 
ence to business corporations so as to ren- 
der it more difficult for these corporations 
to be organized. 

There its another side to this question, too, 
and that is that if corporate organizations 
are discouraged in ordinary business af- 
fairs, business ability, integrity and indus- 
try will, as in the old days of partnership 
arrangements, have more prominence. In 
other words, the corporate control of mer- 
cantile life means the absolute disappear- 
ance of individual industry from commer- 
clal transactions, while partnership control 
of commercial life means encouragement of 
commercial individual integrity, industry 
and ability.

Automobile Show at Tuileries 
Gardens Attracts Paris. 


DREYFUS 1S NOT 
YET IN FRANCE, 


Expected to Arrive at Brest 
Sunday Evening. 


MANY TYPES OF VEHICLES.

WHOLE NATION INTERESTED IN 
THE HORSELESS CARRIAGE. 


The Frenchman Is Not Troubled With 
Meddlesome Legislation and the 
New Conveyances Are Liber- 
ally Patronized.

PARIS, June %4.—All Paris is flocking 
to the automobile show in the Tulleries 
Gardens. France is the home of automobil- 
ism, but the variety and perfection of the | 
hundreds of cars of all sizes and all types 
on exhibition is a startling revelation of 
“the extent to which automobilism has been | 
adopted by the Frenchmen. 

At a moderate estimate the cars arrayed | 
in the show are worth $15,000,000. They range 
from the $300 motor tricycle, that whirls | 
around the corners and dashes about so 
recklessly in ever increasing numbers on 
the boulevards,, to the beautifully deco- 
rated, perfectly equipped electric landau 
purchased from Jeanteaud, the leading 
maker of electric motors, for $12,500, by 
Albert Menier, the head of the noted choc- 
Olate firm, 

The automobile industry in France to-day 
represents a capital investment of nearly 
$60,000,000, employing more than 100,000 men. 
There is hardly an important engineering 
firm in the country which is not devoting 
some of its energies and attention to some 
branch of a manufacturing industry which 
Frenchmen believe to be one of the great 
fortune-making schemes of the coming 
century. 

The French manufacturers are not trou- 
bled by meddlesome legislation; on the con- 
trary, the government assists and nour- 
ishes the growing industry by every pos- 
sible means. Nor are the automobilists 
hampered by the grandmotherly local regu- 
lations in enjoying the pleasures of auto- 
mobilism. They have iiberty in regard to 
speed, which tends toward license. The 
automobiles are free of all public places 
and the parks where other conveyances 
are allowed. Special arrangements have 
been made for them at all thé important 
hotels and wayside inns. In fact, every pos- 
sible encouragement is extended to auto- 
moblilism, whether it is pursued for busl- 
ness or recreation. Consequently the im- 
provement in their construction and finish 
has been amazingly rapid. Nothing crude 
remains, They are no longer ugly noisome 
vehicles, but elegant, smooth moving con- 
trivances, and they are already supersed- 
ing the horse to an appreciable extent. 

The present tendency of the French man- 
ufacturers is to produce light automobiles, 
capable of seating two or three persons 
and costing from $700 to $100. 

Rows upon rows of auto-cars and auto- 
cycies stand in the exhibition with delivery 
vans for heavy werk, sniart delivery carts 
for quick traffic, steam trucks capable of 
hauling many tons and huge wagonettes 
which can do some 15 to @ miles an hour 
with 15 passenzers comfortabiy seated. But 
the heavy vehicies are in the minority. 
Motorcycles of light construction, capable 
of 25 miles an hour. seem to be the am- 
bition of the Frerch automobilist. The 
electric carriages make a splendid show. 
One is a very smart four-wheeled hansom 
with the wheel for steering and the motor 
neatly ensconced on the footboard. The 
hansom covers 37 miles with one charge 
of electricity and can climb the steep hiil 
of Montmartre, known to all Americans 
visiting Paris. 

The clectric hansoms and carriages range 
in price from $2000 to $6000. The inventions 
for lessening the vibration for gear chang- 
ing and other desiderata ure nuinerous, and 
it is claimed fur one motor carriage that 
even when it is standing still and the motor 
rurining it is free from all unpleasant vi- 
bration. French artistic taste is devoted to 
producing designs agreeable to the eye 
without suggesting that the horse ls miss- 
ing. Another section of the exhibition is 
devoted to every imaginable appliance for 
the convenience and coinfort of the auto- 
mobilist. Complete outfits for all kinds of 
journeys in all weathers are shown, ren- 
dering the tourists largely independent of 
the vaguries of country inns. 

The exhibition altogether is a tremendous 
testimony to the cleverness, quickness and 
adaptabliity of the French engineers. and 
gives a glimpse into the future of street 
and road traveling that is inspiring in its 
possibilities.

A SOCIALIST DEMONSTRATION. 


, 


THEY CHEER FOR DREYFUS AND 
DENOUNCE MILITARISM. 


Government Authorities Will, If Pos- 
sible, Land the Prisoner in Such 
a Way as to Conceal 
His Identity. 


BRBST, Frarice, June 2%.—Capt. Dreyfus 
will not arrive here unt!] Sunday evening 
at the earliest. This was the latest news 
that was circulated in Brest on the receipt 
of the announcement that the cruiser Sfax 
had passed Madeira yesterday. The popula- 
tion of the city continues to maintain the 
calmest mood imaginable. Red posters, dis- 
played at yarious points, heralded a meet- 
ing of Dreyfusites to-night in the Halle de 


| Venise, the biggest dancing hall in Brest, 


situated in the vicinity of the arsenal, The 
demonstration was organized by social- 
ists and was attended by 1200 persons, the 
audience consisting mainly or Socialists and 
anarchists, together with a few detectives. 

The speakers, among whom were most of 
the Socialist leaders, addressed the audi- 
ence from a balcony. They attacked mili- 
tarism. - The audience enthusiastically 
cheered all reference to Dreyfus, Zola and 
Picquart. A couple ‘of individuals who 
tamely cried. ‘A bas Juifs’’ were promptly 
hustled out, but otherwise the meeting was 
perfectly calm, and the squads of police 
who were stationed in the adjacent streets 
had absolutely nothing to do. 

The speakers called upon their_hearers to 
assemble upon the arrival of Dreyfus in 
order to defend liberty and justice, I'he 
audience dispersed with cries of “Vive So- 
cial Revolution,” ‘“‘Vive Zola” and ‘Vive 
Picquart;’”’ some shouts of “‘Vive Anarchie 
were heard. 

The representative of the Associated 
Press says M. Schiron, the leader of the 
Brest Socialists, said, in the course of 
his conversation: 

“We intend to be present at the landing 
of Dreyfus, but we do not propose to make 
any demonstration. We shall be perfectly 
orderly and quiet unless the reactionaries 
attempt to make a demonstration against 
Dreyfus. In that case we shall defend 
the cause of liberty and justice.” 

Tillis means that if the anti-revisionists 
attempt a demonstration there will be 
broken heads in Brest when Dreyfus is 
landed. The military authorities are still 
reticent as to the arrangements made, and 
it is evident their desire is to conceal the 
arrival of the prisoners of Devil’s island 
until he shall have been safely removed to 
Rennes, where there is more reason to 
fear disorders than there is here. 

M. Delobeau, who represents Brest in the 
Senate, said to the Associated Press in 
the course of an fnterview this evening that 
he did not expect any trouble upon the 
arrival of Dreyfus, adding that so far as 
he can judge the entire population of the 
town is perfectly calm, and that unless a 
few hotheaded individuals make trouble 
Captain Dreyfus will pass through Brest 
without any untoward incident. 


GALLIFET POLICY. 


Does Not Intend to Persecute Officers 
of the Army. 

PARIS, June 24.—In an interview Marquis 
De Gallifet, Minister of War in the new 
Cabinet, says that he does not intend to 
proceed against Gen. Zurlinden, Gen. De 
Boisefvre, Gen. Gonz or Gen. Pelloeux, and 
was convinced that none of his colleagues 
in the Ministry contemplate rigorous meas- 
ures, Which would resemble persecution. 
For himself, his opinions, expressed in his 
Tetter of April-15, were unchanged; but, as 


a minister, he would share the responsibil- 
ity of the act of the Cabinet unless he was 
forced to separate from it in the event of 
measures being atlopted which he consid- 
ered iniquitous or dangerous. 

In his letter to M. Waldeck-Rousseau, ac- 
cepting the war portfolio, he said he would 
protect and defend the army, while strictly 
holding it to its fiuties, and added: 

“I know no officer who has been more 
abused than I have. I have never indulged 
in press polemics and I think I have a 
right to impose the same attitude upon my 
subordinates. I can answer insults with the 
sword. I must not bring soldiers into per- 
sonal quarrels, and have taken prudential 
measures against officers violating disci- 
pline; but these will not disgrace them. 
Regarding the court-martial, await its 
findings in order to know hether Dreyfus 
is innocent or guilty. I have never doubt- 
ed the innocence of Picquart.”’ 

In concluding the interview the War 
Minister dictated the following: “I give my 
word of honor that none of the Ministers 
think of influencing the court-martial. 
Whether Dreyfus be convicted or acquit- 
ted the Judgment of the court will be loy- 
ally rendered and applied. Everyone must 
bow to the verdict, whatever it may be.’’

STONE'S STAND 
ON EXPANSION 


Philippine War Not a Polit- 
ical Issue. 


THE NATION IS COMMITTED. 


AS THINGS ARE NOW WE MUST 
“STAND BY OUR COUNTRY.” 


Interview in Which the Missouri Ex- 
Governor Takes Issue With 
Some of the Leaders of 


His Party. 


CHICAGO, June 2%.—The Tribune gays 
this (Sunday) morning that ex-Gov. William 
Joel Stone of Missouri, who is the acting 
Chairman of the Democratic Nationa] Com- 
mittee, takes sharp issue with William J. 
Bryan and other leaders of his party. While 
not committing himself as to whether this 
country should own and govern the Phil- 
ippine Islands, Stone declares strongly 
against the anti-expansion plea. He asserts 
that after Dewey hauled down the Span- 
ish colors at Manila there was nothing left 
for patriotic Americans to do but to sus- 
tain the Government in its attempt to set- 
tle the questions there arising without un- 
duly criticising its course, and argues in 
favor of doing everything possible toward 
increasing the American merchant marine, 
even to the extent of subsidies by the Gov- 
ernment, where necessary. 

Mr. Stone said to-day: “I do not think 
the situation in the Philippines as it is at 
present should be made a political issue, I 
know much I!s said regarding the policy of 
the Government in the Philippines, but I 
do not understand it has formulated any 
policy with reference to them yet. It is 
time enough to raise an issue on this ques- 
tion when this policy shall have been an- 
nounced, but until that is done I hardly re- 
gard it as affording a basis for a legiti- 
mate political iss@e. 

“I would not be understood as indorsing 
all that the Government has done in con- 
nection with these islands since Admiral 
Dewey struck the Spanish colors in Manila 
Bay, for I think some grave mistakes have 
been made, but as matters stand at present 
we have got to stand by our country.”

STRIKE IS AT AN END. 


Street Cars Will Run Sunday in Cleve- 
land as of Old. 
CLEVELAND, O., June 24.—An agree- 
ment between the Big Consolidated Street 
Railway Co. and its striking employes was 


reached at 6 o’clock this evening, and it 
is probable that cars will be running as 
usual on all the lines of the company to- 
morrow morning. 

Last night it was believed the trouble 
was at an end, but there was a hitch in 
the negotiations this morning, when the 
company refused to sign the proposition 
adopted by the strikers. The companys 
refusal was based on the allegation that 
certain paragraphs of the proposition which 
had been drawn by the str‘kers’ attorneys 
were susceptible of misinterpretation, and 
were not a clean statement of conditions. 

The final agreement provides for the

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ANT STRIKE BILL LOST

GOVERNMENT HAS SLIM SUPPORT 
ON THE MEASURE. 


BERLIN, June 24.—The 
Reichstag last week was 
to the uanti-strike bill, and the public 
showed more tnterest in this than in any 
other measure of the session. The gal- 
leries were filled fur the first time, and 
even the members attended better. Usual- 
ly half'the seats are empty. The press also 
devoted a vast amount of. space to the 
measure, and the agitation against it be- 
came more active during the tew days pre- 
ceding the debate. ‘his was not confined 
to the Socialists, as the Evangelicals. Cath- 
o..c8 aml labor untons-and the Central Cuom- 
mittee of Christian miners pronounced 
against the bill. Even the committee of 
the trade court of Berlin, e semi-court in- 
stitution, petitioned against the measure, 
and asked all other such courts and or- 
ganizations of laborers and employers to 
do the same. , 

It was clear from the beginning of ths 
debate that the Government's case was 
lost. The ministers and Conservatives nev- 
er showed a ray of confidence. Their whole 
attitude was apologetic. On the other 
hand, the attacks, which were uncommon- 
ly sharp, came trom all parties except the 
Conservatives. The vigor of the attack of 
the Centrists anid National Liberals was 
scarcely inferior to that of the Socialists. 
The Centrist leader, Herr Lieber, was 
cailled-to order for a sharp arraignment 
of the courts for recent “‘monstrous de- 
cisions’ against laborers and ‘‘mildness’’ 
toward employers. The Nationa] Liberal 
leader, Herr Kasserimanna, complained that 
the measure pleased nobody but the Social! 
Democrats, giving them excellent material 
for agitation. Herr Bebei, the Socialist 
leader, spoke for two hours, attacking the 
bill with great sarcasm and vigor. 

The points made by the more moderate 
opponents of the measure were that it is 
unnecessary class legisiation, and that the 
prevent laws are adequate and reach al! 
cases of strikers multreating others. They 
demanded, instead of the harsh punishment 
provided by the bill, full freedom for labor 
unions to form coalitions with each other. 
lt is understood the Centrists will seek to 
pase a iaw in the autumn, abolishing the 
rohibition against labor organizations con- 
ederating. Frince Hohegeiche, the Imperial 
Chancellor, promised this a year ago, and 
if the (iovernment refuses to carry out the 
promise, the Centrists themselves will pre- 
sent the bill. If the Government yields, it 
will aid the passage of a law protecting 
workmen who are willing to work. But 
such a measure must be based upon the 
common law of the Empire.

LAINDON, June 24.—Sir Julian Pauncefote 
will not return to the Bricisn limbassy tin 
Washington, the Post-D'ispatch correspond- 
cnt hears from high diplomatic authority. 
Sir Julian has completed 34 years of dis- 


retire altogether from public life. 

Lord Salisbury was notified of his inten- 

tion by Pauncetote on his arrival in Lon- 
don, and in the Foreign Office it is un- 
Jerstood that the Hon. Francis Hyde Vil- 
ers, Assistant Under Secretary of State 
for Foreign Atfairs, will be the new Aim- 
bassador. Villiers, who is the only broth- 
er of Ear] Clarendon, was torn in 1852, and 
.as been in the Foreign Office since 170, 
having passed through all the grades to the 
present position. He was private secretary 
to Lord Salisbury, as Foreign Secretary, 
fiom 1835 to 1892, and to Lord Rosebery 
from 1892 to 1894, when Foreign Secretary. 
There is only one life, that of Clarendon’s 
only son, Lord Hyer, stands between Mr. 
Villiers and an Earldom. He is reputed to 
be an able painstaking official. Besides his 
aristocratic connections, his claim for the 
important embassy at Washington is de- 
clared to be based on the fact that he has 
been specially interested in negotiations be- 
tween Washingtoa and London since his 
promotion to Wnder Secretary in 1896. 
murried in 1876 a daughter of Mr. 
Carrington mith, a connection of 
wealthy Carring‘on tamily, and has three 
fons and two daughters. The eldest son

This intended transference of another for- 
eign official to the important Washington 
Kimbassy is calculated to create profound

LONDON, June 24.—Archbisnop Ireland, 
who has just arived in London. preaches 
to-morrow at the Franciscan Church, Peck- 
ham. The occasion is made important by 
the Archbishop's restatement of his position 
on the Catholic Church of America to the 
editor of the Catholic weekly paper, “New 
Era." He says: 

“If by Americanism ts understood loyal 
adhesion on the part of American Catholics 
(oO political conditions of their country 
and its constitution and laws, then Ameri- 
canism surely exists among them. Ameri- 
fan Catholics proclaim no thesis which 
might be applicable to other nations or 
Other times. They take what ex:sis in 
their own country. Thev are satisfied 
that this for them ts the best that could 
be under the circumstances in their coun- 
try, and are absolutely unhesitatingly loyal 
to those conditions, nor in this positive un- 
reserved cohesion do they believe they of- 
fend in the least any priciple or dogma of 
the Holy Catholic church. If again, by 
Americanism, we are to understand sin- 
cere des.re to turn to profit church condi- 
tions, then Americanism of this kind can 
be imputed to us. 

‘We, in America lose no 
over possible or existing 
dreaming of conditions of past ages. We 
do the work that is before us. souls are 
to be prod The church has to be planted, 
kept in the soil, and we use the means that 
are at hand, we adapt ourselves, our meth- 
ods, to our surroundings and in all this 
we are always most careful never to vio- 
late any Catholic principle, never to sac- 
rifice Catholic dogma, never to weaken the 
bonds of Catholic unity. If finally. by 
Americanism, we mean activity in religious 
work, personal initiat've which leaves no 
stone unturned in seeking success whiie 
always governed in what we do by the 
superior directions of the Pope and the 
Bishops, then there is among us Ameri- 
canism. 

“Among American Catholics there is no 
folding of arms, no Saying that nothing 
can be done; there is no proclamation that 
anti-Catholic forces hold the fleld and that 
we have nothing to do but retire, wearied 
and sour, into obscure nooks and corners. 
We work because we believe virtue and 
truth have with-n them power to conquer. 
If one method does not succeed we take up 
another. If the other fails, we take up 
another, and yet we do our best. Then. 
only then, we leave the result to God's 
providence... So there is an Americanism in 
America to which we adhere and there Is 
an Americanism spoken of in Paris of 
which we know nothing and repudiate as 
an insult to our country.”’

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Prince MoClurg leaped under the wire 
first. Sir Gatian’s nose was at his shoul- 
der. Chancery was third. 

The horses returned to the judge's stand 
presently, Southard, the bey who rode Mc- 
Clurg, Was escorted into the judges’ stand. 
Robert Aull, president of the Racing Assv- 
cation, shook hands with h.m and placed 
the saddie of roses on his arm. . Southard 
bashfully dropped his yellow cap in re- 
sponse to the cheering and carried the floral 
tribute down to the track, where a stabie 
boy piaced it on the back of the horse, 

About one-tenth of the people in the 
stand went down stairs to form in ‘line 
where bookmakers pay off their losses. The 
n.me-tenthse in the stand tore tickeis and 
consuited the programme on the next race. 
That was the end of the derby. 

The first event on the Derby Day card 
was a race of one mile and W yards, in 
which there were but gix starters, Of these 
»ir Gatian, With Burns up, was the favor- 
ie at 3 tot. He was well played even at 
inat figure, ©ol Cassidy was away iast, 
but at the stable turn was near the front. 
tie was the first to show in the streich 
and looked a winner until] 200 yards from 
home, when Burns came away with tbe 
favorite and beat Cassidy to the post as 
he pleased.

The St. Lous Derby was the fifth race on 
the programme, Streamer, with Eddie Jones 
up, Was eariy instalied favorite at 9 to &. 
W. Overton, with the popular Burns riding, 
was next in favor, as good as 2% to 1 being 
offered against him all over the ring. Prince 
MecCiurg, the Latonia Derby winner, was 
at 8 to 1, Chancery and Blily House were 
at 10 and Leoplanter and Sir Gatian were 
the long shots, being at 25 to 1 at post time. 
Sir Gatian was an added starter. At flag 
fall Chancery went to the front jike a flash, 
with Streamer close beside and Leopiant- 
er at the latter’s withers, At the head of 
the stretch Burns,- with W. Overton, made 
jay for the best place, and he was ieading 
he others as they swung into the stretch 
and came towards the grand stand for the 
first time. Billy House was half a length 
behind him and Streamer was third, with 
ihe others all close at his heels. So they 
vent the first mile, but after that there was 
1 closing up of the ranks and word went 
jJown the line that those who tarried were 
Jamned, When they came into the stretch 
for the deciding time Sir Gatian, with 
Frost riding like a good fellow, was show- 
ing the way to all the rest. Now the maroon 
and orange bars of the Latonia Derby win- 
ner were seen flashing defiance to the rest 
of the crowd, and only the orange jacket of 
Sir Gatian’s rider was in front of him. 
“Prince McClurg wins’’ was the cry as the 
horses reached the betting quarters, and at 
that stage the Prince was coming like ‘‘a 
train,’’ while Sir Gatian was faitering. At 
the sixteenth pole both Southard and Frost 
went to the whip. Seuthard, on Prince Mc- 
Clurg, at this point was leading Sir Gatian,

He had 
‘started in the first race of the day, had 
gone the mile and 20 yards and won with 
consummate ease. His reappearance on the 
wack with the Derby caund.dates was a 
sreat surprise to the crowd, and that the 
okies held biim in contempt was proven 
y their laying B we 1 ages him.

At 
the same place at 5:30 sharp, Jeffries will 
appear in the same costume and colors 
he wore while facing Fitzsimmons in the 
ring at Coney Island.

The trouble in the Indiana-IIlli- 
nois League is directly due to adventurers, 
who have, for years, made baseball a 
medium of rascality. Such swindlers should 
be barred from the game.

‘PPECAUTION MORE HUMANE. 


Rigorous Methods of the Past Have 
Been of Shocking Cruelty and 
Have Not Been Effective. 


WASHINGTON, June %&—Three series of 
facts, each of great importance, although

from patient work done year after year as 
the bacteriologist to the northwestern and 
central provinces. 

The conclusions to which these three 
Classes of evidence point are in one respect 
uniform. Whether in southwestern India or 
in central or northern or eastern India, the 
verified facts leave no hope of “stamping 
out” the plague’ by the rough-and-ready 
methods advocated at an earler perlod of 
its progress. The plague is in India; it ap- 
parently means to stay, and it is certainly 
trying to spread. Science has to reckon with 
a disease which, having once established it- 
self, cannot be dislodged by any spasmodic 
application of force. On the other hand, it 
is a disease wiich exhibits a suggestive se- 
quence of phenomena alike in its selection 
of localitiés and in its annual curve of in- 
cidence. It discloses, indeed, a more recur- 
rent series of problems than those which 
cholera presented in the middle of the cen- 
tury, and for which the last 30 years have 
evolved, if not a theoretical solution, yet 
practical, although partial, answers. 


Science took some time to demonstrate 
that the cholera microbe is mainly <dis- 
seminated by water; it has Aakén but a 
ehort time ti ascertain that the plague 
bacillus travels chiefly by other vehicles. 
A specific remedy for cholera, so eagerly 
sought and so often confidently announced 
and advertised during the first visitations 
of the calamity, has never been found. 
Theeearch for it has given place to compre- 
hensive measures, whose objective is not s9 
much the individual attacked as the at- 
tacking force itself. The protection of Bu- 
rope from cholera and the comparative 
control now imposed upon it In Indla are 
the result of no single set of precautione, 
much less of violent attempts to eradicate 
the disease after it has declared itself. 
They form a great and recognized depart- 
ment of preventive medicine, whose officers 
and whose experts are continuously on 
duty, whether the enemy is at the te 
or has long disappeared fiom sight. he 
first and most important of the conclusions 
to which the evidence points is that the 
plague, whatever its nature, or causes, 
will have to be dealt with on similar lines. 
The second, and almost equally important, 
fact is that Indian public opinion and the 
Indian government have accepted this con- 
clusion and are prepared to act upon it. 

The history of the plague in Bombay City 
for the past three years affords striking 
testimony in these respects. During the 
successive visitations every degree of the 
policy of “thorough” has been tried upon 
the inhabitants. But the statistics prove 
that the year of the greatest severity of 
segregation and other repressive measures 
was also the year of the greatest severity 
of the plague. 

This explains why the Indian Governmen\ 
now refuses to drive peaceable citizens and 
villagers into armed resistance by forcible 
measures which created riot an@ panic, but 
which left the mortality higner than it 
either befure or afterward attained. Cal- 
futta fhas probably owed its comparative 
immunity from the plague to the timely 
viror of the late Heutenant-governor. Sir 
Alexander Mackenzie, in flushing the drains 
and cleansing the city. That being 
thoroughly done and the capital being set 
in order against the expected calamity, 
the Bengal Government has calmly awalt- 
ed the event. It did what it could to pre- 
vent the plague entering its province by a 
cordon of inspection stations on the ral!- 
way lines. The disease, as was anticipated, 
eventually reached Calcutta, but it has so 
far been kept within very moderate limits. 
The problem is how to prevent its spread 
from the capital to the rural districts, as 
in Western Indla. 

"Mr. Hankin. the bacterlologtst to the rov- 
ernments of the Northwest and the central 
provinces, furnishes remarkable proofs of 
the futility of the cruel measures taken in 
mediaeval times against the plague. The 
mistaken belief that the disease was co- 
municated even by speaking to a person 
suffering from ‘t cost hundreds of thou- 
eands of lives. Doctors rofused even to look 
at patients for a fee of all that they pos- 
sessed. and millions were abandoned by 
their nearest relatives to die of the plarue 
or by starvation and thirst. Mr. Hankin 
contrasts this homicidal ignorance with the 
courage and safety with which English la- 
diea and officials visite] the plague hos- 
pitals In Bombay: nor was there a single 
case of a British doctor shirking his duty. 

“The moment,” says a Sanscrit text, “that 
rats fall from the roof, jump about and die, 
the wise will at once ieave their houses. 
with their friends and relatives, and will 
go to a plain.”’ This doctrine of open spaces 
ie now being carried tnto effect on an enor- 
mous scale amd at a vast expenditure of 
money in Bombay. In Calcutta the ne- 
cessity for opening up the ‘overcrowded 
quarters by some great artery of traffic is 
even greater.

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It was a great victory for the depositors, 
and they clasped hands and embraced af- 
fectionately to express their joy over the 
court’s decree, Many women were pres- 
ent and they expressed their approval of 
the judgment with as much vehemence as 
the men. 

When Judge Wood took his seat on the 
bench at 10 o'clock he found a large con- 
couree of determined men and women be- 
fore him. They were the creditors of the 
old Mullanphy Savings Bank, protesting 
against any concession or compromise of 
Receiver Stone's suit against the directors, 
whom he charges with many irregularities 
in the management of the bank's affairs. 

Recelver Stone reported in favor of com- 
romising the sult for $15,000 June 14. At 
hat time Judge Wood ordered that a 
final hearing on the report be continued 
10 days. The proposition to compromise 
fell upon the creditors like a thunderbolt 
from a clear sky. The receiver had filled 
his petition with serious charges, and noth- 
in had developed since it was filed to 
indicate that his cause of action had be- 
come more uncertain. The creditors were 
60 astonished at first that they could 
think of no way of proceeding. But when 
their surprise wore away, they determined 
to fight the compromise vigorously and de- 
feat it if possible. 

Remonstrances were put in circulation 
and many signers were procured. A mass 
meeting was called and a plan for protest- 
ing against the compromise in court was 
arranged. The creditors believed they 
would win when Judge Wood called the 
case, for they believed they could show 
to the satisfaction of the court that a set- 
tlement of the suit on a basis proposed by 


the receiver would be a grave mistake. 


Attorney Reeves appeared for the credit- 
ors; Attorney W. G. Hoss for the receiver; 
Judges Finkelnburg, Clover and Lubke for 
the directors. Receiver Stone sent word 
that he had been unavoidably detained in 
Chicago. 

Attorney Reeves opened the legal battle 
by presenting a remonstrance against the 
compromise signed by 145 creditors, repre- 
senting claims to the amount of $130,000. 
He said 53 of the signers had informed 
him that they had signed the petition for 
a compromise, but had done so under false 
representations. 

Judge Wood read several 
creditors protesting against 
mise. 

Attorney Reeves read six affidavits from 
creditors who declared on oath that they 
had been induc:d to sign the petition for 
a& compromise through fraud and desired 
to protest against a settlement. 

Judge Clover read two letters from cred- 
sere who said they favored the compro- 
mise. 

George Martlin ge Weber, Louts 
Harmon and J. Haines, creditors 
holding claims ranging from $1700 to $3300, 
made brief addresses in which they urged 
the court not to approve the compromise. 

Judge Ciover insinuated that many who 
were am gpm the compromise most active- 
ly were small claimants. Judge Wood re- 
fused to heed the insinuation. ‘This Is 
not a question of dollars and cents,” said 
he. “It makes no difference to me whether 
these men had 6 cents or $60,000 In the 
bank when It failed. It 1s enough for me 
to know they are creditora of the Mullan- 
phy Savings Bank and are opposed to a 
compromise of this suit.” 

Judge Clover then attempted to launch 
into a lengthy argument to show why the 
compromise should be approved. But Judge 
Wood said he was ready to render his de- 
cision and arguments were useless. 

“I am convinced that this suit should 
be prosecuted to judgment,” said Judge 
Wood. “The fact that 58 persons declare 
they signed the petition for a compromise 
through fraud brings the whole etition 
into disrepute, In my estimation, and makes 
it of little weight. If this suit Is‘ prose- 
cuted to judgment, no Injustice can be 
done. If the directors are not liable, 
will be discharged of any obligations. 
they are, judgment for the full amount 
should be rendered against them. 

“The contentions that a recovery can 
not be had against the directors and that 
they cannot respond to a judgment are of 
no avall I do not know what the evi- 
dence is and I am not acquainted with the 
financial condtion of any of the directors, 
Consequently, I cannot act on either of 
those theories.

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KANSAS MAN EXPERIENCES UN- 


THE TWO HAD OFTEN MET. 


Terms Under Which the Boy Was 
Adopted, However, Kept Her

NEWTON, Kan., June 4.—There occurred 
in this city this week a meeting between 
mother and son.

2, 1872, the child was adopted, taking the 
name of Harry, Eberle. He gave ‘Mrs 
Dberle the devotion of a child to its mother. 
and for that matter never knew but sh« 
was until his 20th year. There was a pro- 
vision in the adoption papers that the 
mother was not to reveal herself to the bos 
it least till his 15th year, to which sh« 
strictly adhered. Mrs. Beckwith left New 
ton and the next heard of her she was in 
Leadvilie, Colo. 

In May, 1880, the Eberles moved from 
Newton to Red Cliff, Colo., about 20 miles 
from Leadville. Mr. Eberle often journeye:

family over for a short visit. Harry's 
mother lived there then; she had marrie 
igain, her name being Hatton.

Leadville she moved to Waco, Tex., thenc: 
to Ellis County, Kan., which is now he: 
home, 

Meanwhile the Eberles made Leadvill 
their home, remaining there a few year 
and then coming to this city. Harry be- 
gan working his way Bast, finally landing 
here in December, 1891. Here the romanc: 
entered his life. He found himself in love 
with ‘the niece of his foster father. Har- 
ry’s identity was revealed to him apd hs 
took his right name, Beckwith, before hi 
marriage, which occurred July &, 1892. He 
often made endeavors to find his mother. 
but finally gave her up for dead. In 18% 
he was on the police force in Leadville 
Colo., and boarded three blocks from the 
home of his mother, who had moved to 
that place again. Harry lost one eyé in his 
infancy, but at this time had a glass optic, 
which accounted for the fact that his 
did not recognize him, although 
each other often.

JEFFERSON CITY, Me., June 2%4.—The 
resolutions adopted by the State Board of 
Equaligation with respect to the asscss- 
ment of railroad franchises are in the na- 
ture of a@ compromise, finally receiving 
the unanimous vote of the members of the 
board. 

State Treasurer Pitts, who has been a 
center of interest because it was alleged 
he occupied a position of uncertainty. 
voted against a series of resolutions pre- 
Sented by Attorney-General Crow, in 
which Mr, Crow undertook more directly 
to specify the opinion of the board on the 
question of taxing franch!ses and requiring 
more specific information, The resolutions 
adopted—and for which all the members 
voted—etill require information on which 
the franchise tax may be based, These 
were offered by Secretary of State Lesueur. 
The Attorney-General holds that they wil! 
not be quite as efficient as those he intro- 
duced. 

The difference between the resolutions 
offered by Attorney-General Crow and 
those unanimously adopted is hardly ap- 
preciable on the surface, and it required ea 
legal opinion to determine which would 
accomprah the desired purpose of procur- 
ing necessary information. 

The situation still hinges, however, on 
State Treasurer Pitts. When the informa- 
tion from the railroad companies is re- 
celved, on July 10, as required, the board 
may again, if # i# in the hair-splitting 
business, reopen the entire question on the 
sufficiency of the information. Then it is 
that Mr, Pitts’ vote will be needed by botha 
sides of the controversy. Mr. Pitts has ev- 
idently not receded from his first support 


of the franchise tax proposition. 
Attorney-General Crow says that on July 


10 he will resume the fight to tax rallroads 
@s personal property is taxed.

One of the first to protest is John Ber- 
nard, a healer, who recently came from the 
South, and has established an office in room 
401 Oriel Building. 

Mr. Bernard has a photograph of Mrs. 
Eddy, which he holds as a great treasure. 
He claims she sat for the photograph within 
the past few weeks, and that it is proof 
that she still lives. 

In discussing the report of her death,

“Dr. Eddy ia not dead. Here is her pho- 
tograph, taken recently. She is the best 
woman in the world. Some years ago, 
while I was managing the business affairs 
of the Kansas City Journal, I was con- 
verted to what I supposed was true Chris- 
tian Selence. Later 1 went to Chicago an‘4 
became half-owner of the Chicago D«mo- 
crat. gpg C I fell in with Christian 
Scientists, or those who I supposed were 
true belivers. Among them was the editor 
of the ‘Truth Gleaner,’ a paper that pur- 
orted to teach Christian Science. I liked 

im 60 well that I became part owner in 
the paper. While in that position I learned 
the full, inside history of the campaign 
against Dr. Eddy. I heard that there were 
true and false teachers of Christian Science 
and that the false were opposed. I learne 
that this man Fowler, who edits the Arena, 
was engaged in the fight against Dr. Eddy. 
The Arena is the organ of the Anti-Eddy 
false teachers. Mrs. Hopkins of Chicago is 
another false teacher, who sets herself up 
as a leader of true Christian.Science. When 
I learned these things, I gave up my share 
in the “‘Truth-Gleanor,’ and studi true 
Christian Science. I became a healer. I 
have since learned the true extent of thie 
false tencuing. There are two churches in 
St. Louis led by false teachers.

Politically, they organized 
a& volksraad, or Parl'ament, composed of 
two chambers, each having a membership 
of 27. Laws passed by the second chamber 
must be approved by the first chamber 
before they become operative. 

No ootlander can become a member of 
the first chamber, but the concession has 
been offered him of sitting in the second 
chamber after he has lived his probation- 
ary period of 12 years. tn the State. 

The concession has not been accepted, be- 
cause it practically gives the ambitious 
Knglishman no new power against’ the 
Boer, Members can only be elected to the 
chambers by the burghers. A first-class 
burgher may elect the members of the first 
chamber, but to be a first-class burgher 
he must be a male white resident in the 
republic before 1876, or who took an active 
part in the war of indenendence of 1881, 
the Malaboch war of 1894. awainst the Jame- 
son raid in 1895-96, the expedition to Swaz- 
lland in 18M and all the other tribal wars 
of the republic, and the children of such 
burghers from the age of 16 

These provisions natural!y give the Boer 
a control of tits Jegislation that cannot be 
broken down by the use of other than 
force of arms, 

The members of the second chamber are 
elected by the first ard second class bur- 
ghers conjointly. <A second-class burgher 
comprises the naturalized male alien popu- 
lation and their children from the age of 
16. An alien may be naturalized after two 


years’ residence. A naturalized second- 
class burgher may become a first-class 
burgher by special resolution, of the first 
chamber after twelve years’ residence. 

The President of the republic can he 
elected only by the first-class burghers, 
and this term ts for five years. The Com- 
mandant-General of the military forces can 
also only be elected by the first-class bur- 
ghers. 

The number of able-bodied men lable to 
military service {ts 26,000. 

The national name, Boer, means peas- 
ant, and every Boer Is proud of it. His 
forbears left the Netherlands in the seven- 
teenth century when Holland and Belgium 
were great powers on the sea: when a 
Dutch company sent out Henry Hudson, an 
Englishman, in charge of the expedition 
which discovered the river now called Hud- 
son and made New York a Dutch town. 

The Boer was a product of the admixture 
of these bloods: Flemish. Brabantish, Eng- 
lish, German, Scandinavian and French 
Huguenot. Out of this interblending he got 
a character described as “poised on the 
steadiness and deliberateneas of the Dutch, 
with, as occasion requires, the recklessness 
of the French and the energy of the Amer- 
ican.” 

These are the conditions Great Britain 
is called upon to face in dealing with the 


the more than 750,000 ootlanders (outsiders), 
of whom the great majority are English- 
men, the Boers so change their laws as to 
give outsiders a chance at assisting to man- 
age the affairs of the republic; to give them 
the rigrt of suffrage enjoyed by other free 
peoples and to frame property laws which 
will give them greater freedom in commer- 
cial affairs.

Fol- 
lowing the set policy of the empire, Engiand 
backed her invading merchants and capi- 
talists with her men-of-war and army. 

In 1814 she annexed Cape Colony. Her 
people outnumbered the Boers five to one. 

The Boer simply moved. He went into the 
Natal country, to the northeast. 

In 1840, Napler, Governor of Cape Colony 
for England, issued a ptoclamation denying 
the right of the ‘Boers to form an indepen- 
dent colony in any part of Africa, even 
absolutely beyond what were then British 
possessions or under a British protectorate, 
No justification for the fesuance of such an 
order has ever been made. 

In 1842 England annexed the Natal coun- 
try and the Boer found himself once more 
a British subject, willy nilly. He protested. 
That was of no avall. He whipped small 
detachments of English regulars out of 
their boots and lives, but that did not 
change the statutory annexation. 

Again the Boer moved on. 

He crossed the Klipp River, fighting Zulus 
every inch of the way. Under the shadow 
of Mt. Melanie he said: “Here will I rest.’’ 
But English power again asserted itself and 
for the third time the Boer moved. 

He went into the Orange Free State, but 
England annexed that in 18 and the Boer 
found hig fourth refuge when he crossed 
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on, Statecraft and Patriotism. 


the Vaal River and founded the Transvaal 
Republic.

The surface to be heated is smal!- 
er and the current acts very quickly. An- 
other advantage of the electrical range is 
that the heat can be applied exactly where 
it is wanted Instead of being diffused over 
the entire range. It has been found, for 
example, that biscuits can be cooked in 
an electrical kitchen in 15 minutes, while, 
as all the world knows, it takes from 8 to 
#% minutes with an ordinary cook stove. 
A loaf of bread has been cooked by elec- 
tricity im a fraction less than 20 minutes, 
as agalust from 4 minutes to an hour for

The cost of running an electrical heat- 
ing apparatus varies so much with the lo- 
cation as well as other conditions that it 
is Impossible to lay down any figures whic) 
will apply to all localities.

In 
St. Louls and most large cities, 
unless the current is-used with econ- 
omy and intelligence, it Is somewhat more 
expensive than coal.

ily of 15 it is calculated that about a dol- | 
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lar’s worth of coal would be used a day 
to prepare three regular meals. In order 
to do the same work, the electrical range 
would use up in the hands of an amateur 
nearly $2 worth of current. A single stove 
can be run for six hours at the present 
price of glectricity for 15 cents. 

Thereeare, of course, several ways of 
economizing in using ele @ ‘icity. It may 
be possible, for example, to turn the entire 
current on the meat for a few minutes 
and after it has reached a certain point, re- 
duce the current one-half and divide it up 
among the rest of the individual stones. It 
seldom happens that all the stones require 
the maximum current at the same t:me, 
and a little economy will make the elec- 
tricity go a long way. 

It is at present a little more expensive to 
equip an electrical kitchen than to build 
an ordinary cook stove. The model elec- 
trical kitchens can be equipped from $12 
to $200. The little portable stones cost from 
$ apiece upward, according to the size, The 
most expensive feature of the ranges are 
the ovens and plate warmers, which come 
as high as $00 each. The expense of 
building a modern range large enough to 
do the work of one of the kitchens would 
be likely to considerably exceed these fig- 
ures. The most expensive of the individual 
stoves cost $2. The tea kettles and stands 
for heating them from $5 to’ $22. An elec- 
trical steam pan costs $ and a coffee pot 
costs $7.0. The electric chafing dishes are 
worth, complete, $15 and $3. The electric 
tea and coffee pots are becom:ng very poPp- 
ular, since they make it possible to prepare 
these beverages on the table and keep them 
warm throughout the meals. The electric 
chafing dish is fast finding its way into 
the parlors and studios, where it fills 4 
long-felt want. 

GREAT number of novelties and im- 
11 A provements in the line of electric 

heating have appeared of late. In 
fact, nothing except electricity itself makes 
swifter progress than the electricians who 
ure applying it to all imaginable uses. 

It is true that electricity must be pro- 
duced much more cheaply than at present 
before it can be economically used for gen- 
eral heating purposes. Under some condl- 
tions, however, its promptness, cleanliness 
and the ease with which it can be regu- 
lated are more important than consid¢ra- 
tlons of cost. In the bathroom, for iIn- 
stance, it has notable advantages over any 
other method of warming. 

For this and for all sorts of snuggeries, 
cold corners and little rooms that only now 
and then neéd to be heated, neat and handy 
radiators of the pattern shown in the pic- 
ture have been devised. It ie portabie, very 
quick in its action and does not vitiate the 
air in the least. 

Blectric Teakettle. 

One of the handiest things imaginable for 
5 o'clock tea ts the electric teakettie, which 
stands on the table and bolls the water 
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needed without flame or fuss of any sort. 
When the kettle is removed crackers can 
be warmed on the standard or Welsh rab- 
bit made in a pan set upon it. The ket- 
tles hold from one to two quarts, and may 
be had either in nickel or silver plate. 
Stewpans, egg boilers and coffee pots are 
made on the same plan, and the electric 
chafing dish is simply ideal. All these 
may be connected with the lighting circult. 

Quite similar is the convenient farina 
boiler, of which a picture is given. Here 
the heating coil is immersed in a water 
bath surrounding the porcelain potin which 
the cooking is done. The heat can be 
perfectly graduated and the utility of the 
arrangement is by no means limited to 
farina. <All the parts can easily be sep- 
arated. 

The electric broiler, though of cast iron, 
is light and portable. It is hot enough for 
use within 12 minutes after the current is 
turned on, and in from 10 to 15 minutes 
more your steak is ready. It is big enough 
to accommodate two porterhouse steaks, or 
from four to sjx chops. 


Pancak-ss at Table. 

For making griddle cakes there is really 
nothing quite equal to the electric device 
here pictured, for the heat can be set just 
right—l. e., about 700 degrees Fahrenhelt— 
and is kept exactly there. Light, delicious 
cakes, thoroughly browned but never 
burned, are the result. 

The electric plate-warmer has the great 
merit of absolute cleanliness. The dust 
and smoke which penetrate all other ar- 
rangements of this sort to some extent can- 
not enter here. This warmer is made of 
block tin, with polished brass trimmings, 
and has a handle for carrying. 

An oven is made on a similar plan. its 
great advantage is that the heat is com- 
pletely under control. For anything over- 
done or underdone the cook is without 
excuse. 

Still another novelty is the electric heat- 
ing pad. to be used in place of the hot 
water bottle. It is a cushion of thick, 
soft felt, weighing but a few ounces, easy 
to apply to the body In almost any way. 
There is no delay for boiling water, and 
the ‘heat cannot exceed a fixed limit, 

This pad can also be used as a foot 
warmer. but the cast fron foot rests de- 
signed for that especial purpose are far 
more satisfactory for any one able to sit 
in a chair. Its use, indeed, is not limited 
to invalids. It is made In an open pat- 
tern, like a register, and may be used un- 
der a desk or in any cold corner as a light 
heater. {

When the radiator is ai- 
lowed to return to its natural position the 
carpet Is firmly clamped and held, and it 
can be removed at any time by again tilt- 
ing the radiatar.

NEW FOLDING BATHTUB. 


HE latest and best for babies In the 
E bathtub line js shown in the picture 

given on this page. It ts preferable 
to the usual tin affair for use anywhere, 
but is especially handy when baby is on 
his travels, as it shuts up like a folding- 
chalr. 

This tub is made of white rubber drill, 
extra heavy and of the most enduring 
quality. The stout frame ia of cherry and 
whitewood. The whole effect is very neat, 
as may be seen by the illustration. The 
tlap at the end contains pouches for sponge, 
towels, ete., and a hard rubber outlet tube 
below lets off the water. 

When open the tub Is three feet long and 
sixteen inches wide. Closed it is only four 
inches wide, so that it can be put In a can- 
vas bag and carried anywhere that baby 
himself can be carried.

CANNED FOOD. 


a 


Tests Housekeepers Can Apply to 
Avoid Buying Spoiled Goods. 


N the canning of foods the can is filled 
and placed in boiling water while the 
cap is soldered on, a hole being left in 

it, through which the air escapes. After 
this the hole is soldered up. 

If the operation has been properly per- 
formed, when the can becomes cold. the 
heads sink in.and remain sinked. If deéom- 
position begins the gases which form cause 
the head to bulge and to the trade such 
cans are known as “swells.” 

Unecrupulous dealers buy these “swells.”’ 
punch a second hole and heat the contents 
a second time. This treatment is known as 
‘‘re-processing’’ and has been repeated in 
certain instances four times. 

It is quite easy for a purchaser to tell 
whether he or she is buying a good can of 
fruit or one containing the deadly polson. 

In the first place, the head of a “swell’’ 
is always bulged out, and if one presses 
it in it will spring back with a “ting.”’ 
This is a sure sign that decomposition has 
begurr, and that can of fruit, if eaten, may 
poison a whole family. 

In the contrast the head of a good can 
will not spring back if pressed in, but re- 
main sunken. 

This is sufficient test alone, but inspectors 
go still further. They pick a hole in the 
top and hold before it a lighted match. If 
the can is full of gas the latter will escape 
with a “‘hiss’’ and blow the flame outward. 
If there is no decomposition the flame will 
be drawn in. 

Should there be any doubt of the con- 
tents one only need look at the inside of 
the can. Fermentation will always cor- 
rode the metal and the tin appears 
black on the inside. The contents of 
such a can are rank poison. 

A good housewife will always empty 
any canned food. into some agateware 
vessel after she has opened a can, for 
fermentation is liable to set in once the 
food has come in contact with air. 

Ptomaines are the result of germ life and 
they retain their poisonous qualities 
through any amount of boiling, so that the 
‘‘re-processing’’ does not effect their death- 
dealing properties, 

There is a second and equal danger in 
the “swells” that have been ‘‘re-processed,”’ 
and that is the muriate of zinc which is 
used in soldering them. Muriate of zinc 
is one of the most deadly poisons known to 
science. It is zine dissolved in muriatic 
acid and is laid on the top of the can by 
boys with brushes in the canning factories. 
A very hot iron is applied to melt the amal- 
gam. Sometimes, through carelessness, the 
acid drops into the food.

GLNEKAL ANU His CAPTAINS. 


There rr no haphagard chaos in fighting 
a firs these days, Nothing is left to luck; 
i. is too hazardous, Nothing ia done off- 
hand; it is too dangerous. The conquer- 
ing of a fire is a more systematic and scien- 
tific operation than ia the winning of a 
battle. The tactics are exact, the drill is 
perfect, the execution ie equal to the emer- 
gency, sometimes beyond It. 

The fire department of every large city 
to-day is a highly trained machine, as eure 
in its workings as an army, and not un- 
like one ih its organization. It has gen- 
erals, colonels and captains, and it has 
privates in the ranks. To be a member 
of it presupposes high physical condition, 
discipline, ability and bravery that knows 
no quailing where danger is—for that is 
where the fireman must be. It has books 
of tactics and a thorough drill. It has 
arms to work with, complicated apparatus 
ihat must be ever ready, and its sentinels 
never sleep. It is in active service always; 
it never goes into winter quarters; it never 
has furloughs nor musters out; and its 
warfare never ceases. It may and does 
win battles, but Its campaign never closes 
and its enemy is never and can never be 
fully conavered., 

The St. Loula fire department !s an army 
fn tteelf. and Charles E. Swingley is ite 
general. That he is a worthy one, his long 
service testifies—no “paper man’ could 
hold that place. Uis clear blue eye is of 
that quiet, determined cast that indoxes 
his character better than words can, and 
a look into it when he is talking fire gives 
the true clew to the man. He has aasist- 
ants of the same sort; he has captains of 
companies and foremen, and lastly, he has 
the men behind the hose. And he knows 
personally that he can depend upon every 
one of them. 

ef Swingley is 50 years old. He was 
born in Ogie County, Illinois, and came here 
in 1981. He was a bricklayer's apprentice 
in 1867 and he joined the Fire Department 
in 1869 as a pipeman in the old Union No. 
2 Co., which was later No. 17. After one 
transfer he was made assistant foreman 
of No. @ and then foreman of Hook and 
Ladder Co. No. 9% He was made acting 
assistant chief in 18% and was named as 
fuil chief in 1895, which place he has filicd 
ever since. He is the head of the depart- 
ment; his assistant chiefs—all with equal 
rank—are Andrew Coughian, Thomas 
Giaines, Benjamin Fath, T. W. Rucker, 
August Thierry, Wiliiam Busch, J. F. 
Barry and W  F. Hillenkroetter. He ts 
entitied to a first assistant chief, but has 
none in service now. 

This is the etaff of this fire-fighting army 
and the system it works on ts this: 

At every fire, the chief or his first as- 
pistant ia due. The city tis divided tinio 
districts, to each of which oné of the as- 
sistant chiefs is assigned by number. the 
first assistant being No. 2.

The 
eecond, third and fourth, or general, alarms 
cail out the apparatus designated, just as 
does the firet signal. 

Suppose a fire were to break out in the 
Wells Buildings. Someone sees a glare at 
an upstairs window, rushes to box 1219 
and 6ends in an alarm. Every company 
in‘ the city knows it almost on the in- 
stant, and the ones designated to respond, 
which.are always the nearest to the box, 
lose no time in getting there. The ones 
that must respond toe the other alarms re- 
main in readiness, 

The first company to arrive goes to work 
the moment it reaches the place. The fore- 
man or captain is in charge of the situation 
until the chief or the first assistant chief 
arrives. The other assistant chiefs as- 
sume direction, pending their superior’s 
arrival, 


CONCENTRATION OF FORCES. 


If, in the Judgment of the ranking officer, 
whoever he may be, the fire is a serious 
one, he has full authority to turn in a 
second alarm, calling out all the com- 
panies and officers designated to respond 
to it, and even a third and a fourth, with 
the eame result. The orders are to send 
in one if in doubt; not to take any chances, 

The ranking officer has absoiute control 
of the forees at a fire, and so disposes the 
men as he thinks best. Suppose, as would 
be the case, Chief Swingley were at the 
Wel.s building fire. He would station one 
assistant chief on Broadway, to direct the 
men there; another he would place in Olive 
street; perhaps a third on the roof of the 
adjoining building; others he would use as 
the emergency required. They would act 
as staff officers or aides do to a general. 
To them he would send orders by his driver, 
whom he would corstitute his courier. His 
own position he would fix to the best ad- 
Vantage, so that he might see and hear all 
that were going on. 


Meanwhile, as the, fire assumed larger 
proportions, precautions would be taken to 
cover any move in ths district, which had 
practically been deprived of protection by 
the concentration of ‘its apparatus at 
Broadway and Olive street. From houses 
on the outskirts of the district engines, 
reela and trucks would be summoned, 
leaving about every other house vacant, 
thus filling every other house downtown, 
Chiefs in other districts wou:d cover two 
instead of one; so would the apparatus. As 
every company left a station, either for the 
fire of for downtown, it would post its 
destination on a blackboard in its quarters 
and report itself “out of service’ by signal 
to headquarters. On returning from a fire 
or reaching another house, it would report 
‘tin service’ again. The chiefs would do 
the same. Thus headquarters could tell at 
a giance where every officer and company 
might be. 

As soon as he had the fire In subjection 
Shief Swingley would begin to send his 
companies and men back home. The fourth 
alarm squads would go first, then the third, 
the second, and lastly the companies on the 
first alarm list. one by one. As each com- 
pany returned to ite quarters the company 
that ‘bad come in from an outside district 
would leave for home, and the reporting of 
“in service’ and ‘“‘out of service’ would go 
on as in the first Instance. Finally, all the 
companies would have reported in and the 
fire would be out and the incident closed 
officially. 

That is the routine laid out for every fire 
that may happen, and it covers al] ordinary 
cases. Emergencies are always happening, 
however, just as they do in an army cain- 
paign, and they must be foreseen and pro- 
vided for. An engine may break down after 
leaving its quarters and before it reaches 
the fire or another house. There is one 
company thus reported “out of service” 
that can give no account of itself A tele- 
phone or telegraph message to heaccquar- 
ters reports the accident, and some other 
company is called on to cover it. More help 
is required than even a fourth alarm can 
give. Again, a telegram to headquarters 
leads to the calling out of all that may be 
needed. Another fire may break out in the 
immediate vicinity of first one The 
companies “drawn into” the downtown 
houses must take care of it. 

In every alarm box is a key by 
the Moree alphabet may be sen:.

This is an absolute rule of the depart- 
ment; its object is obvious.

That's why you will see 
all the companies drop their own apparatus 
to help the first one; there is no r valry be- 
tween them, except that, after they arrive. 
This also avoids confusion, ertangling of 
hose, exasperat'ng misunderstandings and 
even fights. and Gisastrous de lays.

THE USE OF SPECIAL APPARATUS, 


The foreman, or captain, has charge of 
his own particular men, and ‘the directs 
them as any captain does a company. When 
the general in command, the chief, sees 
that more streams are needed at any par- 
ticular point, he directs an assistant to 
have them there. The assistant issues his 
orders to the foremen, or, in emergency, 
to the men direct. The chief goes wherever 
duty requires ‘him, Usually he takes posi- 
tion where he can command the whole sit- 
uation; if need be, he will lead his men in

Rut the firemen do fight cellar fires, most 
effectually. They have a special apparatus 
for it—a cellar pipe. This is an L-shaped 
nozzle, to the tip of which a hoze line !s 
fastened at right angles. Thrust down an 
elevator hatchway or through a hole cut in 
the floor. the lower, horizontal section 
reaches below the line of the studding, and 
from upstairs the hoseman, by means of a 
hand!e and lever, may direct the stream 
in any direction desired. This enables him 
to put out fires that otherwise would be be- 
yond his reach. 

Fires in upper stories offer the same dif- 
ficulties, except for the smoke, and special 
devices are employed to fight them. The 
department has two water towers, one 60 
and the other 65 feet high. These are ma- 
chines which lift up like the blade of a 
jackknife, raising a telescopic pipe high in 
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the air. By means of controllers on the 
wagon the nozzle is raised to its extreme 
height; then the stream may be directed 
horizontal’y or at any angle desired, to the 
perpendicular. The ordinary stream from 
the ground. thrown through a third-story 
window, strikes the celling only a few feet 
inside; the water tower stream may be di- 
rected to sweep a building from end to 
enc. 

The big ladder trucks are a'so telescopic, 
and when one !s raised. it, with a line of 
hose extending to the top, acts as a water 
tower in itself. One of these may be erect- 
ed at the side of a burning bullding, and a 
man or two sent to the summit of it. From 
there the stream {s directed until it forces 
back the flames; then the ladder ts dropped 
Against a window sill and the fremen have 
ingress to the bullding. This system is used 
very often here, Chief Swingley preferring 
its speed and certainty to the hit-or-miss 
groping for stairways or elevators in a 
smoke-filled building. 


A chat with Chief Swingley about his 
work, his men and his methods is a reve- 
lation. It gives one some of the Inside of 
the doings of this quiet, inconsp!cuous man 
and his army.

@ OL. DAVID B. HENDERSON, who is 

destined to be the next Speaker of 
the National House of Representa- 
tives, Is an old-timer in Congress and rep- 
reSents the ‘‘monkey-wrench” district of 
Iowa. This political division was made #0 
that the Colonel could continue in the 
House and is one of the most extraordinary 
specimens of gerrymander in the nation. 
It begins at Dubuque and extends west- 
ward half way through Iowa, along the 
Illinois Central Railroad. It is, on the ave- 
rage, 25 miles across from north to south 
and 175 miles from east to west. 


Until a few years ago this district was an 
ordinary Congressional district, with noth- 
ing to distinguish it from others of its kind. 
It became the “‘monkey-wrench” district in 
response to the views of Repwblican leaders 
who found the Democracy too strong in the 
region about Dubuque. By a gerrymander 
of counties the political map was altered, 
about 1885, and the “monkey-wrench"’ dis- 
trict Was evolved. It was so called on ac- 
count of its shape.

The story of the “Rough Riders,”’ as they 
called themse'ves, has been written so often 
that it is Known to everyone—how they 
went to Tampa and wore out days and 
weeks in as see rage at belng kept from 


Cuban shores; how they finally forced their 
way aboard a transport and were among ile 
first to land off Santiago; how, on June 4%, 
they went into the jungle of Las Guasimas 
and fought the first engagement by land 
forces before the beleaguered city. Then, 
too, their wild exploits about that country 
later, their bold charge up San Juan hill, 
the surrender, their return to Montauk 
Point and their muster out--all these things 
are too well known to need retounting 
here. 

But In Las Vagas are gathered to-day the 
men who made this regiment and made !* 
famous. Not oniy the leaders and ine 
officers, but the men of the ranks are here. 
This is the anniversary of that first’*baptism 
of fire,” and the men who went through it 
all aro here to tell one another once more

To-day, June &, the 
day of the reunion and the anniversary 
of the fight at Las Quasimas, has been 
des'gnated a public holiday by the Execu- 
tive. 

Many members of the Rough Riders will 
learn what real hospitality is, for the ar- 
rangements that have been made are most 
elaborate. Not one of the regiment’s mem. 
bers will be able to spend a penny from 
the time he arrived in Las Vegas until he 
leaves. The Rough Rider camp is, of course, 
the center of attraction. It is pitched in 
Lincoln Park, the finest In the city. Every- 
thimg was ready for the troops. All they 
had to do was to take possession, Every- 
body in Las Vegas is keeping open house. 

Of course, there is feasting and drinking. 
To-night there will be elaborate fireworks, 
fire pictures of Col. Roosevelt and Gen. 
Wood, 4 feet high. There are drills and 
cowboy games and races. The whole Na- 
tional Guard of New Mexico is taking part 
in the festivities. 

Seven military bands will take part in the 
three days’ celebration. Gov. Ahumada of 
Mexico and the famous Chihuahua Band, 
the finest in Mexico, are here.

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WOLF’ CHILDREN FOUND IN FOREST LAO PROVE THE STORY OF KOM 


by wolves for food and it is stated 

upon authority that sometimes a child 
is not destroyed, but reared by the mother 
wolf with its cubs. An Englishman trav- 
cling In India learned from the natives 
that there could be no possibility of doubt 
as to the existence of wolf children, says 
the Humane Children. A native was found 
who had seen a wolf child that had been 
netted and a gentleman who had been in 
the Indian civil service for upward of # 
years had ectually seen and examined near 
Agra a ohild which had been recovered 
irom the wolves, 

The story of Romulus and Remus, which 
ja geverally regarded as a myth, appears 
in a different light when one studies the 
question of wolf children and ascertains 
how it comes to passe that children are 
found living on the best of terme with such 
rapacious animals as wolves, sleeping with 
them in their dens, sharing the raw flesh 
of deer and kide which the wolf provides, 
and, in fact, leading in all essentials the 
actual life of the wolf. 

A young wolf has a liter of cubs and 
after a time, knowing they will require 
flesh food, she eteals out at night in quest 
of prey. Soon she espies a weak place 
in the fence which is generally constructed 
@f thatching grass and bamboos enclosing 
a “ungnah”™ or hut of a poor villager. 

The wolf enters, no doubt, in the hope 
of ¢ecuring a goat and while prowling 
about looks into a hut where an infant 
is sleeping. In a moment the child is 
pounced upon and carried out of reach be- 
fore its cries can attract the villagers. 
Arriving safely at her den under the rocks, 
the wolf drops the child among her cubs. 
At this critical time the fate of the child 
hangs in the balance. Wither it will be im- 
mediately torm to pleces. and devoured or 
in a most wOnderful way remain in the 
eave unharmed. Perhape the cubs are al- 
ready gorged when the child is thrown be- 
fore them or are being supplied with solid 
food before ® their ir carnivorous

To Make Strawberry Cream. 

Put six ounces of sweet almond oil into 
the inside receptacle of a custard boiler. 
Put water into the outer boiler, as if to 
make a custard. Set the two, one inside 
the other, over the fire. Have ready one 
quart of large, perfectly ripe hulled straw- 
berries. When the almond oil begins to 
warm put the strawberries in. Set the 
custard boiler on the back of the etove, 
cover the inside receptacle and let the 
water in the outside kettle simmer for four 
or five hours. Take the almond oil and the 
strawberries out. Let them strain through 
a clean, fine cheesecloth bag. Do not at- 
tempt to squeeze the bag. To six ounces 
of the strained liquid add one ounce of 
white wax, one ounce of spermaceti and 
two ounces of lanoline. Put all over the 
fire and heat until the last three articles 
have melted. Then take off the fire and 
beat constantly until cold, adding during 
the beating process two teaspoonsful of 
tincture of benzoin, ten drops of oil of 
lemon and six of oi] of neroli. 


Strawberry Vinegar. 

Bruised ripe strawberries, one pint: white 
wine, vinegar, one pint. Macerate twenty- 
four hours. Press and strain.. Add eight 
ounces of rose water. A delicious and 
stimulating lotion for the face, slightly 
astringent. 


Strawberry Paste. 

To refresh the complexion. and perfume 
the skin. Fresh. strawberries, © one-half 
pound; gum tragacanth, one-sixth ounce;

FREAKS OF 
TORNADOES. 


HE irony of fate frequently appeare 
T in the antics of the cyclone: It is no 
respecter of the orthodox order of 
things, but transposes right and wrong 
in a bewildering way and furnishes the g00d 
to the prefit of the bad. In the town of 
Shanghal, Ill, there stood side by side a 
church and a saloon. A narrow alley sep- 
arated them. On a certain Sunday_ morning 
the church was filled witha worshipers, the 
saloon with ganyblers. The temple of re- 
ligion was wide open, inviting the sinning 
wayfarer to enter the fold and be saved: 
the house of evil was shut tight, its doors 
and windows were ‘barred, the stranger 
was coldly left to pass on and save himeelf. 
Inside the one were sixty-five devotees at 
the Throne of Grace; inside the other were 
five devotees to a game of chance called 
poker. 

A tornado descended upon the town and 
struck in the neighborhood ef these two 
buildings. The church was demolished. Ite 
occupants were killed. Not a shingle on 
the saloon was displaced. ‘The gamblers 
were unharmed. They ran outside, when 
the noise of the wreck next door reached 
them, and busied themselves digging out 
from the ruins the bodies of those who had 
assembled just across the alley to be saved. 
A Tent Full of People Survives a Fall- 

ing Forest. 


Between Napoleon and Versailles, Ind., 
a party of emigrants camped in a forest, 
which drew the wrath of the wind gods 
one dark night. A path fifty yards wide 
was cut through this dense mass of trees, 
throwing’ the tall timbers aside like straws 
fiying from the sickle of a mowing machine. 
The tent containing a party of campers was 
in the middle of this road of ruin. Not a 
thread in its canvas was raveled, not one 
of its sleeping inmates was harmed. A 
week was spent in cutting a way out of the 
tangled wreck to a road whence the party 
could betake themselves to a safer clime. 
Tae scene of this tornado is now called 
Fallen Timber. 

Blew a Large Knife a Mile and Shaved 
a Man’s Head. 

On the 27th of May, just passed, a wind- 
storm visited the vicinity of the Bijou 
Hills, in South Dakota. Everything in its 
course was ‘torn up or driven into the 
ground. The ground happened to be honey- 
combed with cellars and these received 
loads of men and women as fast as they 
could drop into them. All the woodwork 
in sight was swept away. A family named 
Clothier occupied one cellar. Mr. Al Cloth- 
ler heard something whiz by his head and 
on looking up beheld the blade of a large 
knife quivering against the wall. The blade 
of it had missed him by an inch and buried 
itself in the flat earthen surface against 
which he was standing. The knife had 
been blown from the Bastman place, a mile 
away. 

In the same storm the Noble family es- 
eaped to a cellar, only to havé a horse 
blown in after them. None of the family 
sustained injury of any description. A 
large stove fell in upon a party that had 
taken refuge in a basement under the Dan- 
ish Latheran Church of Chamberlain, 8. 
D., injuring no one. Every monument in 
the adjoining cemetery was blown away. 
Storm Wrecked Their House, but

While They Watched Death Coming, [ft 
Turned Aside. 


On the 27th of last April the city of Kirks- 
ville, Mo., was the scene of a blow-up

in the outskirts of the town was one of 
the few buildings that escaped, although 
residences all around it were scattered to 
the wind. The students of the school were 
congregated on the porch when the cyclone 
appeared in the distance in the form of a 
epiral-shaped cioud, which was bearing 


down directly toward them. For many 
anxious seconds they stood thus in the path 
of the awful destroyer and saw it ripping 
a gash in the landscape leading up to them 
but made no effort to escape. They said 
afterward that they simply trusted in Prov- 
idence. ‘There were about a hundred girls 
in the company. The storm swirled up 
into their very faces almost, then sudden- 
ly jumped aside, tore up a large nursery 
next door and swept on to finish the rest 
of the city. The school trembled a mo- 
ment, but that was all. It could hardly 
be said that Providence wrought this mir- 
acle, since the list of buildings destroyed 
after the school was spared included more 
than one church and several other schools. 
Forty-Year-Old Building Outstands 
New Structures. 

About three miles east of Cross Plains, 
Ind., there was a 160-acre farm containing 
an apple, peach and pear orchard. The first 
building erected on the place was a cabin 
12x15 feet in size, built of logs cut on the 
place. It was about 40 years old at the 
time a cyclone put in its appearance on the 
place. It had been converted into a smoke- 
house. An apple tree stood near it. There 
were two barns and other houses, besides a 
fine large frame residence, added to the 
stock of buildings in later years. When 
the tornado got there it blew every tree out 
of the orchard, cleared off 3 acres of for- 
est timber as smooth as a stubblefield, and 
swept away the residence and all the 
houses except the log smokehouse. The 
apple tree near this stocky little structure 
was blown away. Nota ruffle of bark was 
disturbed on the smokehouse. It was the 
only thing left on the whole ranch, and it 
wasn't affected in the least, though it 
had stood for 4 years, and the other 
buildings were comparatively new.

AJOR-GENERAL WHEELER — 

M “Fighting Joe’’—at 63 years of age, 
has realized the last dream of his 
heart—he has been ordered to Manila on 
active service.. The news came last week, 
and the aged warrior, almost before the 
wire had ceased to give its message, asked: 

“‘When do I go? I'm all ready.” 

He will start in about 10 days, perhaps 
sooner, supposedly on a secret mission of 
the Secretary of War. But as soon as he 
arrives in Manila few doubt that he will 
be given an active command. 

The Government needs fighting leaders 
over there, to put down the Filipino re- 
bellion, and there is none better than Jo 
Wheeler. He will probably be given com- 
mand of a special brigade of trained, tough- 
ened warriors, and if the natives learn of. 
his arrival it will be well for them to be 
good or they may be decd before they 
realize it. For, though well along toward 
the three score and 10 years allotted to 
men, Jo Wheeler is as much a fighter as 
when, nearly 4 years ago, he made more 
than one Yankee general skedaddle across 
the map with more haste than dignity. 

Gen. Joseph Wheeler ,j# one of the most 
picturesque figures in American war his- 
tory. He is a small man, weighing only 90 
pounds, short of stature, thin, with white 
hair and beard. Beside the average fight- 
ing man he is a dwarf; beside such men 
as Shafter he is a pigmy. Yet, when Shaf- 
ter lay on a cot in the shade before San- 
tlaga, unable to move, wiry Jo Wheeler, 
racked with malaria, led his troops into 
action even when he had to be carried on 
a litter, refused to accept any orders to 
retreat and made it so hot for the Span- 
lards that they eventually § surrendered. 
That’s the sort of a fighter Manila is to 
have the pleasure of seeing soon. 


Joseph Wheeler was born in Augusta, 
Ga., in 1836. His parents died when he was 
only 5 years old, but he went on with his 
education and was appointed to West 
Point in 184. Four years later he was 
graduated and was sent as lieutenant of 
cavalry for service in New Mexico. The 
war broke out in ’61, and he resigned to go 
with his State. He was a born cavalry 
man. and he accepted an artillery commis- 
sion reluctantly. Shortly after that he was 
named as colonel of an infantry reg'ment. 
Later he was made brigadier-general, and 
finally, in May, 1864, senior cavalry general 
of the Confederacy. Twice he received the 
thanks of the Legislature for his bravery. 

Gen. Wheeler was called ‘Fighting Jo’’ 
from his incessant activity in warfare. He 
cared little for discipline, preferring inde- 
pendent or guerrilla service to the other. 
“The men who served under him were In- 
cessantly on the march and constantly ex- 
posed to danger. The best horse never 
lasted him a week. While marching he 
was continually running up and down the 
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here under the popular auspices of the Sar- 
atoga Floral Association, which is com- 
posed of prominent citizens and millionaire 
summer cottagers.

The morning we took the intrenchments 
of the bridge before San Tomas the Kan- 
sas and the Montanas each had two com- 
panies out on the skirmish line on either 
side of the railroad track, while the re- 
mainder of the regiment were held in solid 
order as reserve on the track itself. 

Gen. Wheaton desired that the Colonels 
of both regiments should remain with the 
reserve. Funston bore up with this very 
well until word came back that three or 
four men of his skirmish line had been 
hit. At the same moment Capt. Abbright 
was wounded by fire that began to pour 
in on our flank. Funston’s nostrils dilated, 
and he made straight for Gen. Wheaton, 
Saying: 

“I must get up in front with those men.” 

Wheaton allowed him to go, but only 
when the skirmish line had reached the 
limit of lying on its stomach and, rushing 
for the intrenchments, had trawled down 
the broken Span of the bridge and up on 
the other side. and was chasing the re- 
treating enemy. A detachment of the Kan- 
Sans under Capt. Orwig started across the 
bayou, with the mud and stagnant water 
reeking with malaria up to their arm- 
pits. 

We had an interesting time, but it cost 
me the privilege of seeing Funston make 
his final charge as the commanding officer 
of his regiment. The enemy opened with a 
heavy fire from concealed intrenchments. 
One of their bullets caught the Colonel in 
the flesh of the hand, shattering his fiela- 
glass. He whirled around from the im- 
pact and said what nine out of ten men 
say when they are hit: 

“I’ve got it!’ 

“Hold on to it," said a lieutenant glee- 
fully, as he saw that the wound was 
slight. 


“I will if. you'll catch it,” was the re- 
sponse. “It merely left its card and passed 
on.’’ 

Wheaton came hurrying up. 

“Have they hit you, Funston? We'll fix 
"em in a hurry,” and the brigadier rushed 
in at the head of four companies and led 
a charge. 

The Colonel, his wound having been hast- 
ily dressed, followed as fast as his legs 


would carry him. He did not get in front 
of his men, but he was up with them when 
they entered the trenches. 

The abscess on his leg has been a great 
drain on his system, he had suffered great- 
ly on :this day from the heat and ‘the 
wound still further exhausted him. Gen. 
Wheaton turned his face toward Manila and 
told him that the train would be held for 
him at Calumpit. As a companion, he had 
his devoted Sergeant-Major Warner, who, 
after following. him through the campaign 
without injuries, was wounded almost at 
the same moment as his leader. 

On his way into town there was handed 
to the Colonel a telegram officially notl- 
fying him that he was made a brigadier- 
general. 

Mrs. Funston’s husband had come home 
wounded, but he had also come home a 
brigadier-general. It was a fitting time, 
just as he had severed connection with his 
regiment, for the story of its campaign 
from his own lips. The General dictates 
as he fights. Resting in an easy chalr, 
his arm in a sling, and wearing for the first 
time a star on his shoulder, he performed 
a feat as wonderful to the professional 
writer as his taking of Caloocan is to the 
soldier. He knows what he wants to say 
as well as he knows what to do on the 
battle field. He was an hour in telling 
what is printed here. When he had finished 
the stenographer, who had become used to 
tropical lassitude, understood the feelings 
of the insurgents when Kansas charges 
them. 

Funston is only 5 feet 4 inches in height. 
I always think of him as a very large man 
who has been stripped of his fat and made 
into compact form so as to be a smaller 
target and enjoy quicker action, In his 
physique as well as in his spirit on the field 
he closely resembles Sheridan as Sheridan 
was at Funston’s age. 

His warmest admirers are among the 
regular army officers. The object of drill 
is fire control, after all, and they point to 
Kansas’s remarkable fire control in sup- 
port of their contention. His great work has 
not been in his charges, but in the organiza- 
tion that he has made out of raw material 
and in the corps spirit that he has developed 
in his regiment. 

The man who spent two years in the in- 
terior of Alaska and two years in the Cuban 
Army is not comfortable in an easy chair.

It Was Found by Robert McGann 
of St. Louis During the 
Mexican War. 


RS. MARGARET M™’GANN of 1707 
South Seventh street, St. Louis, has 
restored to Thomas M. Bradbury of 

Jefferson City, ‘Mo., the sword lost by his 
father, Capt. W. H. Bradbury, in a bate 
tle near Chihuahua, Mexico, during the 
Mexican war. It was found by her hus- 
band, Robert McGann. ) 

The battle was for the posession of a 
gorge on the road to Chihuahua. The 
Mexicans far outnumbered the Americans 
nearly 10 to 1, and lost only through bad 
generalship. 

Gen. Heredia was in charge of the Mex!- 
can Army, consisting of 1200 cavalrymen 
from Durango and Chihuahua, under 
Gen. Garcia Conde; 1200 infantrymen and 
1420 rancheros and 300 artillerists with 10 
guns,'9, 8 6 and 4-pounders. He had @ 
total of 380 men, 

Gen. Doniphan, commanding a branch of 
the American Army, had only 479 men. 

The battle took place Feb. 28, 1847, the 
Americans attacking the ‘Mexicans with 
their cavalry and putting them-to rout. 

It was in this wild charge that the cav-

Louls or else send 
for McGann so the sword could be re- 
turned. 

Mrs. Robert MoGann is well acquainted 
in Jefferson City, and it was while there a 
few weeks ago that she acquainted Mr. 
Bradbury with the fact that she had his 
father’s sword.
